THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  of  the  ARLINGTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  mid-June  Estimates  of  Population,  the 
estimated  population  for  Adlington  was  A, 530  which  is  10  more  than  last  year's 
figure . 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  72  - 10  less  than 
in  1965  and  the  lowest  figure  for  the  previous  five  years.  This  gives  a birth 
rate  of  13.9  per  1000  population  (adjusted  15.9)  compared  with  a Birth  Rate  for 
the  country  as  a whole  of  17.7. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  District  was  4A,  3 less  than  in 
1965,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  9.7  per  1000  (adjusted  10. l)  compared  with  the 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.7.  Of  these  deaths,  21  (7  males  and 
lif  females)  were  persons  over  70  years  of  age,  9 of  them  being  over  80  and 
three  over  90. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neo-plasms  was  16  which  is  6 more  than 

last  year,  6 being  persons  over  65  and  3 over  75.  Heart  disease  was  respons- 
ible for  10  deaths  as  against  19  last  year.  There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  against  one  in  1965. 

This  gives  a "Nil”  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  compared  with  19.0  per  1000  population 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  There  was  one  stillbirth  as  against  none  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  was  110  as  against  51 
in  1965.  These  were  6 Scarlet  Fever  and  10A  Measles,  the  Measles  epidemic  hav- 
ing reached  this  area  in  October. 

The  new  Health  Services  Clinic  was  opened  at  Adlington  during  the  year,  and 
it  is  confidently  expected  that  this  well-equipped  and  modern  Clinic  will  enable 
the  Health  Services  of  the  district  to  function  more  efficiently. 

Improvements,  chiefly  by  means  of  Standard  Grants,  are  continuing  to  be 
made  to  existing  houses,  especially  as  they  become  owner -occupied.  Fifteen 
applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  during  1966, 

A considerable  amount  of  private  housing  development  is  going  on  in  the 
District  and  more  is  planned  for  1967.  The  Council  have  accepted  a tender  for 
16  houses,  16  one-bedroom  flats  and  16  Old  People's  bungalows  with  a Warden's 
house,  to  be  started  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Other  matters  dealing  with  environmental  conditions  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Report. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  construction  of  new  trunk  sewers.  Progress  on 
the  proposed  scheme  for  the  treatment  and  disposa.1  of  sewage  from  Adlington  is 
still  held  up  pending  negotiations  with  other  interested  parties  being  concluded. 
When  I wrote  my  last  report  it  appeared  that  a decision  on  this  matter  would  be 
reached  in  the  near  future.  Unfortunately,  this  has  still  not  been  made.  An 
early  decision  is  more  than  ever  important  because  of  the  increasing,  and  pro- 
posed, development  in  the  district. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  I receive 
from  Mr.  A.  Livesey,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  and  of  the  willing 
co-operation  of  other  members  of  the  Staff.  I am  also  grateful  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration 
extended  to  me.

The  large  majority  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  area  attend  the  ante- 
natal clinic  at  Collison  Avenue,  Chorley  and  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Divisional  Health  Service. 

Maternity  Beds 

Normal  accommodation  is  available  at  Chorley  and  District  Hospital 
and  Eaves  Lane  Hospital,  Chorley.  Other  hospitals  are  also  available. 

Child  Welfare  Centre 

A Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  twice  weekly  (Mondays  and  Wednesdays 
2 - A p.m.)  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Railway  Road,  Adlington,  which  was  opened 
during  the  year,  and  is  attended  by  a Medical  Officer  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  as  well  as  a County  Health  Visitor.

No  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year,  as  against  one  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9 
of  which  8 were  pulmonary  and  one  was  non-pulmonary. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  the  Blackrod 
Reservoir  by  arrangement  with  Blackrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from 
a tapping  of  the  Thirlmere  Aqueduct  by  arrangement  with  Manchester  Corporation. 
The  supplies  are  interchangeable  and  complementary. 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

During  the  year  20  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  results  in  all  cases  were  satisfactory.

The  amount  of 
iron  found  is  less  than  the  limit  of  0.3  parts  per  million,  which  is 
usually  accepted  for  iron.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is 
considerably  less  than  the  optimum  recommended  quantity  of  1 part  per 
million  for  fluoridated  waters.

Every  house  in  the  area  have  a "mains  supply"  of  water.  During  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1966  a total  of  66,307,000  gallons  was  consumed 
for  all  purposes,  giving  an  average  consumption  of  40.05  gallons  per  head 
of  the  population  per  day  for  all  purposes. 

After  deducting  10,070,000  gallons  of  water  supplied  by  meter  to  various 
premises  during  the  year,  this  gives  an  average  of  33.94  gallons  per  head  per 
day  for  domestic  use. 


Only  29  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 
These  are  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  8 being  farms. 


Most  of  these  properties  have  septic  tanks,  only  4 houses  are  not  on  a 
water  carriage  system. 


Sewage  Disposal  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration  over  3 coke  filters 
at  the  Sewage  Works  at  Harrisons  Farm.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the 
River  Douglas. 


Work  on  the  construction  of  new  trunk  sewers  was  completed  during  the 

year. 


No  decision  has  yet  been  reached  regarding  the  renewal  of  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  negotiations  are  still  in  hand  with  other  interested  parties,, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a decision  will  be  made  in  the  near  future. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

1682  moveable  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  ^-ocal  authority.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council-owned  Tip  in 
Bradshaw  Fields.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

Approximately  half  the  houses  are  pre-1914,  many  are  stone  built,  all  with 
slated  roofs,  of  the  2 or  3 bedroom  terraced  type,  the  smaller  ones  without  bath- 
rooms or  hot  water  systems  originally,  but  within  recent  years  many  of  these  have 
had  bathrooms  installed  especially  as  they  became  owner-occupied.  Less  than  300 
houses  and  houses  with  shops  (other  than  Council  houses)  are  rented  property  and 
are  reasonably  well  maintained.  Most  of  the  owner-occupied  houses  are  well-main- 
tained. 454  dwellings  have  been  built  since  1945. 

There  is  no  known  overcrowding 

During  the  year  33-  new  dwellings  were  completed  for  private  owners  and  35* 
dwellings  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  196.6 , 
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An  estate  which  is  being  privately  developed  and  which  will  comprise  76 
dwellings  (bungalows  and  houses)  is  expected  to  be  completed  before  the  end 
of  1967. 

The  Urban  District  Council  have  building  land  at  two  sites,  comprising 
39  building  plots,  which  have  been  leased  to  private  individuals  for  building 
a dwelling  for  their  own  occupation,  and  building  work  is  in  progress. 

The  Council  have  land  available  for  housing  purposes,  and  propose  to 
erect  16  3-bedroom  houses,  16  one-bedroom  flatlets  and  16  bungalows  for  Special 
Housing  for  the  Aged  with  a Wardens  House.  A tender  has  been  accepted  and 
building  work  is  to  start  early  in  1967. 

Overcrowing  or  Housing  Shortage 

During  the  year  15  applications  - 6 for  houses  and  9 for  bungalows  - were 
added  to  the  Housing  List. 

Ten  Council  houses  became  vacant  during  the  year  and  were  re-let  to 
applicants  on  the  housing  list,  on  Old  People's  bungalow  was  also  re-let. 

There  were  no  known  cases  of  overcrowding  on  the  Council's  list  at  the 
end  of  the  year

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INSPEC TION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


There  are  3 producer-retailers  with  premises  in  Mlington  and  4 retailers 
with  premises  outside  the  district  retailing  milk  in  Adlington.  In  addition, 
there  are  5 shops  licensed  to  sell  Sterilised  Milk. 


The  licensing  of  Milk  Retailers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  and  not  the  local  authority.
